Senator Proctor, largely through wb»se 


efforts the pension ageney was taken from 
Ne» Hampshire and gi»en to Vermont, 
has assured Senatoi Chandler that the of- 
fice shall not ba removed fiom Concord, 
and tbat Colonel Cogswell will Dot be dis- 
turbed until the expiration of Irs term of 
offic* in June. 


It teems that when Colonel Cogswell's 


appointment was made four years age, it 
was to have lakon effect OH April 1, but 
Colonel C ogswfll allowed his predecessor 
to finish bis officia term and settle up the 
business of the office foi the next quarter 
aud so did not take possession until June 
30. The New Hampshire delegation now 
auks tbat» similar courtesy be shown 
Colonel Cogswell and has received full 
asnumnce that it will be granted. It is 
probable that ou this account Judge tten- 
rj'a name will not be brought up fur con- 
firmation in the senate for sevetal weeks. 


It is probable that ex Governor Che- 


ney might b»ve bad the office of pension 
•gent, bad he personally asked the pres - 
dent to appoint him. In tbat case the 
New Uampsbiie delegation, although not 
sending in bis name, would have given its 
consent to the appoint moot. But Mr. 
Lheu9j wanted the naval office at Host on, 
i' stead, and would not make the request 
of the president. It is not thought fur a 
moment ia po'itical circles, that the presi- 
dent would give Mr Cheney the naval 
office, even at nil personal solicitation, as 
the entire delegation has given its sup 
port to Col. J. O. Lyford of Concord, aud 
it ia known that three uut of the 
f> ur 


members of the delegation could not be 
induced to change their attitude. 


In the fa -o of this it seems highly im- 


probable that the President wouM make 
ati appointment which ignored the ex- 
pressed wish of ihe New Hampshire dele- 
gation. TuU promises well for the chances 
of Colonel Elwell of Exeter for collector 
of customs at Portsmouth, for the del gi- 
tion stands three to one in Colonel Klwell's 
favor, ahd cannot be changed.

weaver. The overseer or cloth Inspector 
hen told the weaver wUal the deduction 
mild be. 
JUr. Kerr thought from 10 to lf> perceni. 
f the weavers in his mill were sub- 
t-ct tu deduction for imperfect wvrk. 
t wus very rarely that a weaver left 
le mill on account of having deduc- 
ons from his wages. 
There was always a record kept of the 
eduction made, and to this record tlu- 
peiaiives always had access. In cases 
t dispute the cloth was saved as evi- 
eiice. 
On cross examination by Mrs. Valesh, 
bo is conducting the case for the peti- 
loners, Mr. Kerr said: 
"We always send tbe defective piece 
t soods that must be classed as seconds 
j the weaver." 
"And if the weaver refuses to agree 


vhat happens then?" was asked. 


"He usually gets through," said Mr.

The superintendent said that when the 
eduction was made it was not less than 
>0 percent. 
There were two grades 


'osted. and for the first grade the mill

cloth. On this bill of sale the

'seconds" appeared, a reduced price 
being offered for a certain amount of 
this quality to be carried by n very much 
arger amount of goods of first quality.
